Rosamunda, prize 
af conquest, became Alleoin's ride, 

One evening at Verona, flushed with 
many successes, inflamed by much beady 
wine, Albom forced his consort ta drink 
n toakt with tim from her father’s akull. 
Now, Rosamunda had naturally never 
loved Alboin, ind had loved, with none 
too nicé taste or discrinnation, the King's 
armor-bearer and, so mumor has it, one 
or iwo of his men, Hate thimed in ber 
heart and tools for vengeance lay ready 
to her hand: her lovers were easily in- 
cited to slay the King.

Verona mse spatmet the murderers, She 
aod the two omen fled, lat never so fast 
that pamishment conld not overtake them.

Over agateway near the church of 
Sarit” Anastasia, ti the left, hetween it 
ancl the ‘little old church of San. Pietro 
Martire, is another tomb, which Ruskin 
called “the most perfect Gothle mien 
ment in the world.” Tt helonged to Commit 
Guglelne da Castelburco, Dante's friend 
aid host at Rovereto, in the mountaine 
beyond Lake Garda. There is scrnething 
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very cheerful and sociable in the way 
these Veronese tombs are set about m 
busy places; one feels that the sleepers 
could net be lonely there (see page 300).

Hidden behind the columns of 
the door—columns that rest, like San 
Zcters and many ancther Lombard 
church, upon what T presiimed were 
lions, but more scholarly folk call grif- 
finsg—are two small figures in mingh relief 
of Roland and (Niver—the paladins of 
Charlemagne. Were they done in Chor- 
lemagne’s own time? How mene they 
bring us to him! And. fer Verona they 
are not old: in the eight hundreds she 
was long pst youth (see page 559).

The Church of St. Mark contains tro- 
phies from all parts of the world; every 
stone lias a history, Those two great 
yillars at the entrance to the baptistery 
were part of the boory of Acre, The 
bronze folding enpors were once in the 
Church of St. Sophia at Stamlivul, The 
marble columns, which stund right und 
left of the main portal, are said to have 
been taken fram the Temple in Jerusa- 
lem. The broad fagstones on which we 
stamd—three squares of red marble— 
still narrate to 1s how Barbarossa once 
prostrated himself before Pope Alexan- 
der: “Now ht, aed Petro” “Et Petro 
ct mili!”
